London, Feb. 13.--Tli« Allnn Line 
steamship Poiufraniiin, from (ilasp;o\v, 
Jan. 27, via Moville, for New York, 
lUMMtnrned to Greenock in distress, 
tftor luiTinff in«t wlfh obe of the most 
fatal accidenta that have occurred to 
transatlantic steamen for many years, 
an accident thai Nnllld 111 Um loia of 
twelve lives.

The disaster occurred when the 
steamer was about 1,150 miles out. The 
Pomeranian encountered boisterous 
weather immediately after leaving port. 
It was thought that the wind would 
soon blow itself out, and with every- 
thing shipshapo no feara for the safety 
of the steanior were entertainedi In- 
stead of abating, however, the gale in- 
creased in severity until the day of the 
disaster. 

The 4th of February dawned with a 
frightful gale raging, and a tremen- 
dous high sea running. The hatches 
were battened down and covered with 
tarpaulins, ventilators were turned to 
leeward, and every precaution dictated 
by good seamanship had been taken to 
prevent water getting below. This aT>- 
peared to the omcers of the nhip to be 
Qm greatest danger, r» tliey hail no 
donbt as to the steamer's ability to ride 
out the storm. Several seas had been 
aUpped, but they did no damage. 

suddenly a tremendous sea reared its 
crest a short distance ahead of the 
steamer as she plunged down a wave. 
Before she could ri.so tlie sea cnine over 
the starboard bow, and tons of water 
rushed aft. Almost at the name timo 
a falling wave a.sterii pooped the 
steamer. The result almost defies de- 
scription. The deck saloon, churt,- 
house, the bridge and the boats were 
smashed to pieces and partly washed 
overboard. Ine deck was covered yv^ith 
an almost inextricable maa.s of wreck- 
age, and the utmost confusion reigned. 
M first the foil sztSBt OL disaster was 
not known. 

Tlie steamer began to pay off before 
the wind and sea, and it was at once 
seen that the quartermaster hud bo^ u 
carried away. Two sailors sprang to 
the wheel and soon put the steamer on 
her course. Then it vrtM found that 
Captain Dalziel, the master of the 
steamer, was missing. He had been 
^t seen standing on the lee side of tlie 
steamer, aft the saloon, in conversation 
withalaloon passenger named John 
Stewart, a resident of Qlasgow. They 
bad both been caught by ffis sea that 
came over the stem and dashed against 
the deck-house. They were then car- 
rie<l with terrific force and jammed be- 
neath the after steam winches. 

Captain Dalziel's le^s were broken, 
and he had sustained internal injuries. 
He was carefully removed to his room, 
and everything possible was done for 
him, but he died the next morning. Hr. 
Stewart's legs were also broken, and be 
sustained other injuries, from the ef- 
fects of which he died in a few hours. 
At the time of the accident the second 
officer, John Cook, had the watch. He 
wka on the bridge with John. Hamilton, 
fhe fourth officer, and bothwws oanied 
overboard and drowned. 

In the saloon deck-house, when the 
■sa broke over the steamer, were James 
Gibson and Lillian Gibson, of Dalkeith, 
and Jane Caffrey, of Londonderry, all 
first cabin passengers. They were car- 
ried over the side and not afterward 
seen. David Forbes, of Dundee, a s< 
ond cabin passenger, and James 
Pritchard and Fred Westbury, stew- 
ards, were also lost in the same manner. 
Ttdu made the number of those carried 
overboard ten, with the two others fa- 
tally injured. 

When the sea boarded the steamer 
every man about deed who saw it oo) - 
ing grabbed hold of stanchions or an 
thing else convenient, and it was due to 
this that the loss of life was not much 
larger. 

With Captain Dalziel fatally injured 
and unconscious in his cabin, the ooin- 
mand of the steamer devolved upon the 
first officer. The steamer was about in 
midocean and the question arose in his 
mind what course to pursue, whetbw 
to hcUd the steamer on ner course or to 
put about and make for Greenock. 
When the chartroom was carried awav, 
th» chuts, sextants and quadrants, in 
teot, everythiiig absolutely csssntisl to 
fht W^Tigation of ths ship ws&t witli It* 



'fhe pinnacle bdz and it» compass had 
also gone overboard, and had i|'not 
been that the after compass rsnudned it 

is doubtful if the steamer wonlfl have 
reached port for many days yet. 

The situation of affairs on the Pom- 
eranian, it is almost needles.s to say. 
was terrible. The first officer called the 
remainib^ officers of the steamer to a 
consultation, and it was decided to put 
about and ri'turn to < irc' inick. lliis 
was at once done, and witliont any in- 
struments with which to take observa- 
tions the voyage had to be made entire- 
ly by dead rei koning, and was tiiocsfore 
necessarily slow. 

The first officer is highly commended 
for his skillful seamanship in navigat- 
ing the Pomeranian under such adverse 
circumstances, and it is highly probable 
that his ability will be recognized in a 
substantial manner by the owners of 
miaerwrii

In41eaMoni Point to Renewed RavaKe* by 
tbe Aflatic Sr<iurK<>. 

BlRLlN, Feb. 13.— Dr. Kempster, a 
special health officer of the United 
States, has just arrived in Berlin, after 
ft toor of inspection of Hamburg, Bre- 
men, Osssel and Nietleben. He tdd a 
newspaper representatiTe that he was 
eonvmced that the present year wonld 
witness a fierce outburst of cholera all 
over the continent, and that instead of 
being sporadic, as in 1892, the plague 
would sweep the whole of Europe. 

Dr. Kempsttar related an omlnoas in- 
ddent oonneoted with his visit to a cer- 
tain large town, the name of which he 
desired to reserve for his offioial report. 
He asked the local health oiBoer to take 
mm to the worst slum in the town. 

"There is none," said the oiBoer, "ev- 
ery slum and fever hols has been deared 
out." 

Dr. Kempster then took the officer to 
a certaini)ack allSy. the sight andsmell 
of which made both of them retreat 
with handkerchiefs to their noses. He 
afterward oiEered to show the oiBoial 
half adocen other jdacesof the same 
tort in the vicinity. The inference is 
that the local sanitaryftsports are nnre- 
liable. 

Dr. Kempster also discovered dis- 
crepancies oetween the published fig- 
ures of the mortality from cholera and 
the number of oases registered on gov- 
ernment lists. In one town the local 
health officer told him that the total 
number of cases of cholera was thir^- 
eight, but obtaining access to the offi- 
cial record he found that there had 
really been 780 cases, of which 350 had 
been fktaL The doctor said that the 
towns aUndsd to were not in Germany. 
Thsj ars protebhr in Buasia. 

Dr. Kemster sfao related the follow- 
ing incident: A Bremen lighterman 
and his assistant died of cholera aboard 
their boat while Ijring off the city. The 
boat was sent to Hamburg, no one in 
Bremen, as far as is known, having 
boarded it or come in contact with it in 
any way. 

Several weeks aftoward a widow and 
her daughter, living at the riverside, 
died of Asiatio chmera. The source of 
infection in these cases conlil not be 
traced until Dr. Eeinpster, co-operating 
with a Hamlmig officer, proved that 
the widow had washed some clothes 
fiom the lighter boat. 

Regarding rags imported into the 
United States rrom infected ports, Dr. 
Kempster is inclined to agree with the 
suggestion of Consul (General Edwards 
that disinfection on arrival in the 
United States would be surer and more 
effective than mere disinfection before 
shipment. 

NICE DISTURBED. 



The Cholera at Muinelllrs Causes llueatl- 
nesa. 

Nice, Feb. 18.— Quito a fiutter ofe z- 
dtemsnt was oanssd here when people 
in the Race Massena read a bulletin 
announcing that cholera had been offlci- 

allv declared at Marseilles. The carni- 
val in in full swing here, but leading lo- 
cal medical authorities rsassoTS those 

now on the Riviera. 

Dr. Thomas Linn, an American prac- 
titioner, says: "Certain of the symp- 
toms described in the cases that nave 
occurred in Marseilles look as if it was 
cholera. In any case, it will not do to 
rest in a state of dangerous tranquillity 
when conditions azlsi that are aamitted 
to bo bail. 

"In October last T examined person- 
ally the sanitary state of Marseilles. It 
left a good deal to be desired. It is 
better to look thw danger straight in the 
face than to label it by name unknown, 
and cause the 8upi)res8i(in of the real 
facts. Every American 1 see a.sks about 
the chances of cholera in EiiiDpo iiiis 
summer. 

"For inyKelf, I do not believf it will 
come this year, for, judging from \)n»t 
epidemics, it usually skijjs the year fol- 
lowing the original outbreak, but comes 
again the third year— that is to say, it 
would not come this ytU, bvl WS 
might expect it in 1894."

A 
five days' quarantine has been estab- 
lished by the Greek government for all 
arrivals from this port.

NASnvn.i.K. Tenn., Feb. 13.--Pire- 
bugfl are undoubtedly at work in this 
city. Shortly alter o'i!(-( k Saturday 
night tire broke out in the building 
occupied by Sol Frankt ft Ckwoapany. 
The fire department was summoned and 
succeeded, after an hour's work, in 
getting the fire under control. Ths loss 
is estimated at f70,000. 

Aliout 2 o'clock yesterday morning as 
the firemen wer e extinguishing tbe fire 
of Frankt & Company's building the 
sound of crackling fiames was hsMrd in 
J. H. Fall & Oompany's building nszt 
door. A few moments later a maaa of 
flames shot up through the first floor of 
the building, and as the front door jvas 
broken open by an ax the smoke bni '^t 
forth in a sull'ocatiiig mass. The wlioli' 
department turned tlii'ir ^attention tn 
the new fire wliieli spread with wouiier- 
ful rapidity. The firemen succeeded l)y 
lodders in getting into the uiii)er win- 
dows and getting a stream upon that 
part of the l)uilding. 

As the fire spread along tbe lower 
floors of the building, a thousand riliv 
and pistol cartridges stacked in the rear 
of the house e.xploded, protlucing a 
sound that scattered tlie crowd in all 
directions. In a sliort time the fire bad 
gained such headway tliat it was not 
possible to prevent the building anil its 
contents from being a total loss, au<l 
the firemen devoted their efforts to pre- 
vent the flames from t.'.kuig in tlie 
block.

Fall & Company carry ^ UW.OOO of StOCk 
and about i;'J4.()00 insurance. 

The Globe Clothing company, located 
next door, lc«o $;iO,()00; insurance ^20,- 
000. Damage principally from water. 

At 11 o'clock yesterday morning lire 
was discovered in tlu' block on Union 
street occupied, by the c:ity S,avings 
bank, Hildebrand, jeweler, and Miss 
iser, milliner. A jiortion of the stock 
was burned and tlie buildings flooded 
with water. The loss is all covered by 
insurance. 

At G-.'M) last night the fire signal was 
turned in for the third time .in twenty- 
four horn's and it was soon discovered 
that The Evening Banner building, oc- 
cupied by The Banner, ns a newspaper 
office, and by Haslock & Ambrose, job 
printers, was in flames. The fire 
started in tbe second floor under the 
staircase in a receptacle for holding 
kindling wood and under susxiicionscir- 
cum:^tances. The building was a four- 
story one, in the very heart of the city 
near the American building, the Max- 
well House, and adjoining the Baxter 
Court, an immense seven-story office 
building. 

All the engines were on the spot and 
confined the flames to the Banner build- 
ing. The loss is |2d,u00, covered by 
insurance. The Baxter building was

■Wasiiimiton, Feb. Tho work of 
the comuiitle.'s having charge of the 
ceremonies incident to the inauguration 
of President-elect Cleveland is progresa- 
ing satisfactorily. General MoMahon 
and Colonel Corbin, who have super- 
vision of the arrangements for the pa- 
rade, are daily receinng applications 
from military organizations all over the 
United States for positions in the line. 
More than a hundred civic organiza- 
tions, including Tammany, have thus 
far reported a probable strength of over 
17,000 men to form in line on March 4. 

The governors of the following 
named states have notified the commit- 
tee that they will be in line accompa- 
nied by members of their staffs, and in 
many instances by independent military 
companies: Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Oeorgia, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Virginia, Ohio, 
Louisiana and Wisconsin. 

It is slmost certain that a majority of 
the governors of ths remaining states 
will be present, bnt as yet thi^ have 
not aotnsd tlui oommittee. Pennsyl- 
vania, as nsnal, will send ths largest 
representation of any state. Its full 
national guard of 8,000 men will be in 
line. New York will sand its crack 
orfpmisations— the Ssvsnth and Bixty- 
ninth regiments— and protaUy com- 
pany A of ths ThirtMnth regiment 
(Brooklyn). 

Ths nUowins independent organisa- 
tions have notified ths committee to re- 
serve them positions in ths line: 
(ieor|da Hussars, Monnnsatal City 
Guards and Baltimore Rifiss, Palmetto 
Quards of Charlsston, Clsveland Troop 
and Allianos Guards, Ohio, and the 
Fort Worth FendUes, Texas. 

There is svsrv probabili^ that ths in- 
auguration of Ifaroh 4, 1808, will |or« 
pass all its predec es sors.

NORVt N GREEN "piAD. 

For Sixteen Yean PrMldent effheWMt- 
•rn Unloa Talecraph Oompanx. 

LomsviLLR, Feb. 18.— Norvin Green, 

president of the Western Union Tele- 
graph comjiany, died at home in this 
city at T;;!i> o'clock Sunday morninp:. 
Ilis death was caused by bowel com- 
plaint, from which he haA bSSlS an 
acut(! sutfert r lor one we<!k. 

Dr. (ireeii, as he was known by peo- 
ple of this cif y. his home, had not been 
well for sevral years. Six weeks ago 
lie sought ri St in the seclusion of his 
Louisville heme. One week ago yeslcr- 
tlay he was taken suddi'iily ill witli 
diarrhn a and failed btea<lily. Ins death 
occurring yesterday moriiinu I't the 
hour stated above. 

Tlie funeral will take place hero 
Thursday. Vice President John Van 
Horn, (General Manager T. E. Kckert, 
and the board of directors of the tele- 
graph company, thirty in number, will 
lie present. Tlip interment will bo in 
the family lot in Cave Hill, tliis city. 

Norvin Green was born in New Alhany, 
Ind., just across tbe Ohio river from Lou- 
isville, April IT, 1818. He leeured a coun- 
try «chooI education, was a graduate of 
the University of Louisville with degree of 
M. D. hi IfrlO, and married Miss Martha 
English, of Carroll county, in the follow- 
ing year. He had hardly attained his ma- 
jority at this time. He gained some po- 
litical influence, and in 1888 was ap- 
pointed dlabuning agent for the eustom 
house, then in prooess of erection here. 
His interest In telegraph matters began a 
year later when he formed a syndicate to 
purchase the almost bankrupt People'* 
New Orleans and Cincinnati telegraph 
lines. His fine organising abUitlss were 
soon shown by the payment of dividends, 
the first ever declared in the telegraph 
buidneas. Ha directed the Western Union 
deal which merged every American line in 
that company. Upon the death of Presi- 
dent William Orton. Norvin Green was 
chosen unanimously to succeed blm. 
Every year since tiiat time, 1877, he hod 
<>ontinued to All that position. He Isaves 
a widow and six children.

Washihoton, Feb. 18.— The stats- 
ment made from here in some special 

disiuitcbes that the president had (iiially 
decided upon annexation of Hawaii, 
and would so ini'in iu ci iiiLci ess in a spe- 
cial message, had no authority from the 
White House, and was hassdnpone 
surmise as to his action. 

The president has ss yet made no 
statement to anybody as to what course 
he will take in the matter, but the be- 
lief is that be will not t<ike the extreme 
ground ascribed to him, but will in- 
dorse the nctina of Ministe.'

The president intimateil to the com- 
missioners that w gotiations which 
formed tbe f.uhj.ct of tlieir mission 
would be conducted by the secretary of 
state. The eommis-ioners accordingly 
repaired to the state d«partment at tho 
close of the ordinary routine day's busi- 
ness and laid before Secretary i'oster in 
detail the practical proposition they 
were authori '.ed to submit. Their con- 
ference with him coinmem ed about 4 
o"cl(x-k and lasted an hour and a half. 

Soi'ie prog'-ess was made an to arriv- 
ing at a harmonious view oi tbe exigen- 
cies of the situation, butnodeliiiitu con- 
clusio!i was reached, and t!ie conference 
was adjourned till Monday. 

The commissioners at tho meeting de- 
taileil the objections urged against ths' 
annexation cf the islanaa.

( )n the matter of leprosy lie bad also 
this to say: "If it were not fur the con- 
stant struggles maintained by the 
whites the present sej^regation laws 
which compel tliase amicted with the 
loathsome disease to bo transjiorted to 
the leper settlement tho natives in the 
legislature wouhl speedily rejieal oven 
that bciuticciit measure, thereby 
throwing down all bam against its 
spread over tlu' entim country.

islands; at present there are jirohiibly

ScTcn Men Killed Iiialantlj-, Uid Othars 

Injured. 

Rutland, Vt, Feb. 13.— One of the 
worst aieaelBrs in Hkh history of marble 
Quarrying oooorrsd at West Rutland a 
little after 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon 

in i\ quarry operated by the Vermont 
Marble company, with which Senator 
Proctor irt connected. A great mass of 
stone fell into the quarry and seven 
men were instantly killed and a number 
of others were injured. The victims 
were crusheil so that some of them 
could not be recognized. The victims 
w(Te a gang at work channeling and 
tiikiuK away refuse, and were all mid- 
dle-aged men. 

The killed are: William Lukas, 
Frank Snlig, Edward Powers, Alex- 
ander Blnmcjuest and three unrecog- 
nized men. 

The injured arc: James Dooley, leg 
broken; John Dunn, slightly injuretf; 
Charles Anderson, slightly injured; 
Fred Marchand, arm broken; Anton 
Uactio, slifrhtly injure^l; John C. Ander- 
son, hliKhtly injured; Peter Qrenier, 
sliKhtly injured; John Michan, slightly 
injured about the head; Miohael Cuppa, 
slipfhtly ii\jured. 

Tilt' cau^o of the caving in of the 
(juiirry is not positively known. The 
mass of stone wnich covered the men 
who were at work close by was, as near 
aa can )ye estimftti d. sixty feet in length 
and twenty feet wide. It fell without 
the lea.st warnint,', and all who were at 
work tliere were at once covered. / 

E. H. Morse, treasurer of the Ver- 
mont Marble company, says that the 
cause of tho accident is not certain, 
though the "scale," or part of the roof 
that fell v.'as probably loosened by 
f reeziuK. There were about eighty men 
at wOTk i n the quarry. 

ALMOST A HOLACAUST. 

Apnrtmnnt Hoaie uii Fire With Seventy 
Persona In the Building. 

Nbw Yobk, Feb. 18.— Fire was dis- 
covered at two o'clock yeaterday morn- 
ing, in the basement of apartment house 
1128 Broadway, just below Oelmonico's. 
The occupants of the building and the 
one adjoining it, occupied by Redfem 
& Company, ladies' tailors, were aroused 
in their night clothes and began to 
scramble out. There were about sev- 
enty persons in the two buildings, and 
it si eined when tlie firemen arrived that 
m.'iny would perish. All pot out them- 
selves, however, except two, Mr. and 
Mrs. H.'iss, who occupied a flat on the 
top Hoor und they were carried down 
the huhler by the firemen. 

The fire started in tho cellar under an 
apothecary rhop near the air shaft. It 
is the second lire in this place within 
ten days, tlie tliuil in tin* block within 
a month. The dainaije is estimated at 
SliKt.uoo. Rc'dfern had twenty gowns, 
valued at from flSO to ftSO each, 
spoiled.
